Going about knocking down other 
king's cities when they failed to “kiss 
bis feet," was one of the playful habits 
of Sennacherib, ruler of Egypt- some 
two thousand years ago, according to 
cuneiform tablets just plucetl on ex­ 
hibition at the University of Chicago.

J. Funches», Vice Deán of the Agri­ 
cultural Faculty, and John William­ 
son, Field Agent for the Alabama 
Experiment» Station. 
During the last few years Professor 
Funches» and Mr. Williafoson, as rep­ 
resentatives of the Alabama Experi­ 
ment Station, have conducted local 
experiments with winter legumes, in­ 
cluding 
vetch, 
crimflou, 
and 
bur 
clovers, with practical farmers 
on 
different types of soil» in Alabahua, 
and these experiments proved conclu­ 
sively that winter legumes will suc­ 
ceed if the soil i» properly prepared 
and inoculated, enough acid phosphate 
and limé applied, and the seed sowed 
or planted at the proper time. They 
are fully aware of the fa tt that the 
majority of attempts with winter le­ 
gumes in Alabama have failed, but 
they have found by experiments that 
many of tW failures have been due 
to the lack of phosphate. 
As syH builders winter legumes are 
of tremendous importance, and
